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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant's arguments as follows. In the instant application, Applicant basically argues, on page 4 of the remarks, that in Sakurai's 
sensitivity is based on the operation of detection wave circuit 2 and field wave detection circuit 5 and is not affected by 
amplifier/demodulator 3. The Examiner respectfully disagrees because the current language in claim 1 recites a reception sensitivity- 
increasing means and does not recites a detection wave circuit 2 and a field wave detection circuit 5 affecting the sensitivity. Applicant's 
argument is moot because the Examiner is reading the reception sensitivity-increasing means in Sakurai as the combination of wave 
detection circuit 2, amplifier/demodulator 3, field-strength detector circuit 5, and control circuit 4 (emphasis added). It is based on that 
interpretation that Sakurai's teachings meet the claimed invention. That is, when the the device 10 is not in a communication area with the 
roadside device, the reception sensitivity is low (because amplifier/demodulator 3 is deactivated) and when the device 10 is in a 
communication area with the roadside device the reception sensitivity is higher (because amplifier/demodulator 3 is activated). Therefore, 
in view of the above reasons, the final rejection is maintained by the Examiner. 
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
